Radio Message. 


The text of ex-President Wilson's 


Armistice address by radio was as 
follows : 
"The anniversary of Armistice Day 


should stir us to great exaltation of 
spirit because of the proud recollec- 
tion that it was in our day, a day 
Ebove those early days of that never- 
to-be-forgotten Novemoer which lift- 
ed the world to the high levels of 
vision and achievement upon which 
the great war for democracy and 
right was fought and won ; although 
ihe stimulating memories of that 
happy time of triumph are forever 
marred and embittered for us by the 
shameful fact that when the victory 
v.-as won — won. be it remembered — 
chiefiy by the indomitable spirit and 
valient sacrifices of our own incoa- 
auerable soldiers — we 
turned our 


bscks upon our associates and re- 
fused ro bear any responsible part 
in the administraion of peace, or the 
nrm and permanent establishment of 
the results of the war — won at so 
terrible a ocst of life and treasure — 
and withdrew into a sullen and self- 
ish isolation which is deeply ignoble 
because 
manifestly cowardly 
and 


dishonorable. 


"This must always be a source of 


deep mortification to us and we shall 
inevitably be forced by the moral 
obligations of freedom and honor to 
retrieve that fatal error and assume 
once more the role of courage, selr- 
respect ar.d helpfulness which every 
true American must wish to regard 
as our part in the affairs of the 
worjd. 


"That we should have thus done a 


great wrong to civilization at one or 
the most critical turning points in 
the history of the world is n:ore to 
be deplored because every anxious 
year that has followed has made the 
exceeding need for such services as 
we might have rendered more and 
more evident and more and more 
pressing, 
as 
demoralizing circum- 


stances which we might have con- 
trolled have gone from bad to worse. 


"And now. as if to furnish a sort 


of sinister climax. France and Italy 
bctween them have raacfe waste pa- 
per o£ the Treaty of Versailles arid 
the whole nsIoL of international re- 
lationship is in perilous confusion. 


"The affairs of the world can be 


s-et straight only by the firmest and 
rnest determined exhibition of the 
will to lead and make the right pre- 
vail.

"Happily, the present situation in 


I the world of affairs affords us the 
i opportunity to retrieve the past and 
' to render mankind the inestimable 
'service of proving that there is at 


'. . -ist -Tie great and powerful nation 
which can turn away from programs

"But above and beyond this we are 


here to renew our faith and to sig- 
rify the unabated loyalty of millions 
of 
Americans 
to

cause which you. more than any oth- 
er 
rnsn on earth, so imr-ressively 


rersoTssfy. (Great applause.") 


"To you. sir. it rnast be a source of 


infinite satisfaction 
to observe on 


each recurring anniversary of Armis- 
tice Dav that the American people of 
ail persuasions are corning more and 
more to realize what a shocking mis- 
tr.ke it was to have permitted a con- 
sr>iracv of racial animosities 
and 


selfish politics to cheat this nation of 
honorably participating in that per- 
manent guaranty of peace for which 
our boys died and the country sacri- 
ficed. (Applause). 


"A great 
deal, divinely inspired,

President Coolidge urges the Amer- 


ican people to answer the Red Cross 
call for members at ?! in following 
statement: 


"As President of the United States 


of America and as President of the 
American National Red Cross. I here- 
by designate Nov. n. Armistice Day, 
to Nov. 29 as the period of the an- 
nual Red Cross Membership Roll- 
Call, and I appoint Nov. n Red Cross 
Sunday, and recommend that our 
churches 
dedicate that day to a 


thoughtful and prayerful considera- 
tion of the privilege and duty of con- 
secrated service to humanity. 


"During the World War the volun- 


teer effort of the American people 
to assist the Government in provid--' 
ing for the welfare of our military 
and naval forces at home, on ihe 
seas, and overseas, was 
expressed 


largely through the American Red 
Cross, which also rendered incalcul- 
able assistance to the armed forces 
of our associates in the war and to 
their civilian populations within the 
invaded areas during and after the 
war. 


"The recent calamity which befell 


japan, when millions of her people 
suffered dire distress following the 
earthquake, has served again to re- 
veal to the people of the nation the 
readiness of the American Red Cross 
to respond immediately for service in 
a great emergency and to apply the 
generous gifts of our people to the 
amelioration of human suitering. 


"In rendering assistance wherever 


duty calls, the American Red Cross. 
in addition to its work in foreign 


" lands, administers relief in times of 
; disaster in our own country, helps to 
solve the problem of public health, 
is ever active in humanitarian pro- 
jects and. above all. renders welcome 
assistance to the Government in the 
care of our disabled veterans of the 


t World War. 


"Through i ts charter granted by 


Congress, the American Red Cross 
is charged with specific duties in. re- 
lationship with the army and navy 
and with the people at large in per- 
iods of emergency and distress, and 
it has never failed to perform these 
duties.

American Red Cross Appeal. 


; 
The American Red Cross will spend 


approximately $12.000.000 in humani- 
tarian service during the current fis- 
cal year ending Tune 30. 1924. The 
budget for carrying- on the national 
'and International program specifical- 
ly allots $5.543.077.81 for the work of 
advancing the welfare of people and 
communities through American Red 
Cross services, according to a state- 
ment from the National Headquar- 
; ters. The remainder of the money 
will be spent locally by the 3.000 chap- 
ters of the organization- 


American Red Cross resources, It is 


pointed out. are not held to a hard 
and fast budget when calamity_be- 
falls a people. For example, the Jap- 
anese earthquake disaster ct Sept. i 
when 
President 
Coolldge 
directed 


that the Red Cross should be the 
agency through which American con- 
tributions were to be administered, 
called for a large and varied service- 
Not one dollar of the Si 1.000.000 con- 
tributed will be spent by the Red 
Cross for the administration of this 
large operation. All such expenses 
will be met from Red Cross funds. 


The national budget for the year, 


excluding the Japanese 
operation, 


cuts $4,105.570-41 from the total of 
last year's expenditures, which reach- 
ed $0.738.448.^2. This reduction is due 
to the completion of large foreign 
operations. The extensive relief ac- 
corded nearly 000,000 refugees driven 
cut of Asia Minor last year cost the 
Red Cross $2.605.696. For the pur- 
chase of medical and hospital sup- 
plies for relief work in Russia $i.- 
840.754.67 was spent. In helping Rus- 
sia the American Red Cross in the 
last two years administered in all 
$^.022.040.63. 


Helps to Ex-Servnce Men. 


Disabled cx-cervice men and their 


families have first call on Red Cross 
funds, including services for 34.000 
men shattered by their war experi- 
ences still in Government hospitals, 
while over 40,000 others constantly 
apply at Government institutions for 
treatment. In addition 73,000 veter- 
ans are taking vocational training, 
while thousands of rormer soldiers 
traveling from place to place; are
